What is Cascadian Action? 


Cascadian Action is the most modern & active independence organization for a free Cascadian 
republic. We are committed to the development and fostering of the Cascadian cultural values of 
equality, liberty, justice & environmentalism, centered upon the healthy incorporation of 
individual autonomy within the larger community. 


What are the goals of Cascadian Action? 


Our goals, both in the short-term & the long-term are broad. Cascadian Action seeks to aid the 
poor & homeless, to bring support to the producer & the local entrepreneur, to be the allies of 
our veterans, trade unions & artists, and to be a civil opponent to the standing system of politics. 
In the long term we desire to see the end of the rule of the United States over Cascadia through 
political pressure, as well as to end the presence of megacorporations in our region. 


Does Cascadian Action promote violence? 


No. First and foremost, Cascadian Action supports participation in political institutions which 
determine the future of our region. Cascadian Action does not promote violent extremism. We 
are focused on real political change and are opposed to anything which would hurt or ail the 
lives of our citizens. However, we will not permit any challenge to our right of organizational 
existence and will reject the legitimacy of any political institutions which intend to do so. 


Is Cascadian Action a secular movement? 


Yes. Cascadian Action is not subordinate to any religions, sects or denominations and organizes 
itself along secular lines. However, Cascadian Action will work with any religious organizations 
which wish to participate in aiding our local communities. All people who share our goals & 
ideological aspirations may participate, regardless of faith. 


Is Cascadian Action communist? 


No. Cascadian Action supports a humanist philosophy of mutuality & solidarity. We do not 
advocate for an end to private property, the state, class, or nationality. Although we are more 
than willing to cooperate with organizations across the political spectrum which advocate for 
Cascadian independence, the official Cascadian doctrine is an explicitly non-communist doctrine 
which is inclusive of all Cascadian citizens regardless of their social class. 


How does one join Cascadian Action? 


There is no official process by which to become a member of Cascadian Action. If newcomers 
would like, they may apply via the “JOIN” form, however, if you are already in contact with local 
members, then you may enter with no form required, simply via participation in events and 
action. Any persons over the age of sixteen are allowed to join and participate directly in local 


public activities but may be expelled by leadership at any time if any newcomers advocate for 
explicitly racialist positions, or evidently seek to subvert and divide membership on the basis of 
individual identity.
